prison in Texarkana, Texas, 
after a 1962 conviction for 
embezzlement.

"I saw Bill when he came 
home from college,” Welch 
said of seeing the future 42nd 
President at his family home.

As a broth- 
er, he was a bit of a bore!” 

HITTING ROCK bottom af- 
ter a broken marriage to the 
owner of a Texas oil compa- 
ny, Welch turned criminal on 
March 15, 1985. That’s when 
she bought a .38 pistol at a 


pawnshop and, along with a 
16-year-old thug, held up the 
Gold Coast Savings and Loan

“I walked up to the counter, 
pointed the revolver at a teller 
and said.

The teller, Jessie McClure, 
later told police Welch said 
to her: “Get this cash reg- 
ister opened or you get a 


bullet in the head.” 

Although Welch netted $902 
from the heist, she was arrest- 
ed a week later, and pleaded 
guilty to not only that robbery, 
but also another at a doughnut 
shop that same night. 

She was sentenced to 10 
years on each count, but skat- 
ed with only parole - a brief 
reprieve that gave her time to 
start snorting coke and smok- 
ing marijuana. She admitted 
she also sold drugs in bars. 

Welch was arrested again 
in April 1986, during a drug 
deal when she and her 
16-year-old son were caught 
in possession of 50 pounds of 
marijuana! 

She was slapped with a 45- 


year prison sentence for 
both the drug deal and 
the prior convictions 
for which she only got 
parole. 

Later that year, lawyer 
Matt Leeper Jr., quit as 
I Welch’s attorney - tell- 
* ing a court Welch “by 
way of telephone con- 
versations, threatened defense 
counsel with bodily harm.” 

While she was still behind 
bars, police also accused her 
of trying to put out a mur- 
der contract on the cop who 
named her on the marijuana 
possession charge. 

After a 1987 appeal was 
thrown out, Welch filed a sec- 
ond appeal that was granted 
on a technicality in 1992. 

She was released just in time 
for Bill’s victory over George, 
although she wasn’t invited to 
the inauguration.

T wo twisted Oklahoma 
brothers slaughtered 
their parents and three 
siblings with the in- 
tentions of going on a 
killing spree that would put 
them in the history books! 

Robert and Michael Bever, 18 
and 16, were busted by cops 
while cowering in the woods 
behind their home after hack- 
ing their family members to 
death on July 23.

Valerie was then moved to 
another hospital, and was re- 
portedly in a coma. 

As The ENQUIRER has re- 
ported, her once-sassy pal, 
78-year-old Mary, is wasting 
away on her deathbed. She 
hasn’t been seen in public 
since April 2013. 

Mary and Valerie became 
lifelong friends when they 
co-starred on the iconic “The 
Mary Tyler Moore Show” in 
the 1970s. 

In her 1995 memoir, “After 
All,” Mary wrote: “We clicked 
immediately, and I knew I’d 
made a friend.”

T he violent and vola- 
tile boyfriend at the 
center of the homicide 
probe into Bobbi Kris- 
tina Brown’s mysterious 
death continues to REFUSE 
to take a lie detector test - 
but has secretly given 
authorities a stunning 
confession! 

The National 
ENQUIRER has ex- 
clusively learned 
her hot-tempered 
boyfriend, Nick 
Gordon - who calls 
himself her “hus 
band” - broke down 
after she passed away on 
July 26, but before then told 
police about his role in the 
tragedy. 

“Nick made a shocking 
statement,” a senior law en- 
forcement source told The 
ENQUIRER. 

“He admitted to their abuse 
of drugs and booze, and also 
said they fought and argued. 

“But Nick swore up and down 
that in no way did he do some- 
thing that led to her death. 

“He said, ‘I didn’t kill her!”’ 
Despite that, 26-year-old 
Nick, who has a criminal 
record, has yet to take a poly- 


graph test, according to the 
police, who have stepped up 
their investigation into the 
demise of Whitney Houston’s 
daughter. 

NICK BELIEVES his con- 
fession is consistent with 
the preliminary autopsy re- 


sults, which, according to 
the Fulton County Medical 
Examiner, found “no obvious 
underlying cause of death,” 
sources close him told The 
ENQUIRER. 

The coroner also said “no sig- 
nificant injuries were noted.”

It read in part: “I’m beg- 
ging you both ... Krissi loved 
me very much and she would 
want me there.” 

The family coldly dismissed 
his piea. Aiso barred were his 
pai Max Lomas, who placed 
the 911 call that fateful morn- 
ing; Max’s girlfriend Dany- 
ela Bradley; and 
Duane Hall, who 
partied with Bob- 
bi Kristina some 
six hours before 
she was found 
unresponsive. 

Invited guests 
had to produce 
government- 
issued identi- 
fication before 
entering the St. James Unit- 
ed Methodist Church in Al- 
pharetta, Ga. for the Sweet 16 
prom-themed funeral. 

Seen grieving inside were 
Bobbi Kristina’s 82-year-old 
grandmother Cissy Houston 
and close Hollywood friend 
and “Madea” star Tyler Perry. 

A squad of police motor- 
cycles escorted three stretch 
limousines carrying mourn- 
ers to the church along with 
the hearse that carried Bobbi 
Kristina’s siiver casket. Doz- 
ens of cars followed. 

The longtime feud between 
the Houston and Brown fami- 
lies expioded during the ser- 
vice when Bobbi Kristina’s 


Aunt Leoiah Brown inter- 
rupted Pat Houston’s eulogy, 
shocking mourners. 

She was heard shouting 
“Whitney wiil haunt Pat Hous- 
ton from the grave” before 
Tyler Perry had her ejected 
from the church. A few days 
before, Leoiah launched a vi- 
cious attack against Pat on 
Facebook. 

The night before the funer- 
ai, the two warring sides sep- 
arately attended 
private viewings 
of Bobbi Kristina 
at a wake held at 
the Murray Broth- 
ers Funeral Home 
in Atianta. 

Lady J, the god- 
daughter of Whit- 
ney’s brother, 
Gary Houston, 
toid The ENQUIR- 
ER: “Bobbi Kristina iooked 
beautiful in the open casket. 
In fact, she looked amazing.” 

An ENQUIRER reporter 
witnessed a makeup art- 
ist enter the funeral home 
and a source said: “The iady 
touched up Bobbi Kristina’s 
makeup and hair in the coffin 
so she would look her best.” 

Bobbi Kristina was due 
to be buried alongside her 
mother two days after the fu- 
nerai on Aug. 3, at the Fair- 
view Cemetery in Westfieid, 
N.J. - exactiy 183 days after 
being found unconscious.

wiii ieft aii the money to her 
mother Cissy, pius her broth- 
ers Michaei and Gary. 

That means Bobbi Kristina 
couidn’t ieave 9/10 of Whit- 
ney’s fortune to Nick or to her 
father, Bobby Brown! 

Whitney’s wiii ieaves Bobby 
money - but says it’s for “my 


husband, Robert B. Brown.” 

“Bobby wiii have to do some 
serious iegai tap dancing to 
get any money,” the famiiy in- 
sider toid The ENQUiRER. 

“He wasn’t Whitney’s hus- 
band when she died!” 

Nick isn’t mentioned in Whit- 
ney’s wiii, even though she took 
in Bobbi Kristina’s troubled 


companion as a 12-year-old, 
but never adopted him. 

Cissy fiied iegai documents 
in Atianta that ciaimed her 
granddaughter was “a highiy 
visibie target” for peopie who 
couid “benefit” from her “re- 
sources and ceiebrity.” 

She feared Nick and her fa- 
ther were capabie of “draining 


Bobbi Kris’ fortune,” and she 
wanted her granddaughter 
to “mature” before inheriting 
her mother’s money. 

Bobbi Kristina’s famiiy has 
aiready sued Nick in a wrong- 
fui death iawsuit ciaiming he 
robbed her of $11,000 whiie 
she was in a coma.

Nick’s high-powered legai 
team is aiso reportedly re- 
sponsibie for the leaked story 
that suggested Bobbi Kristina 
iikeiy died as a result of self- 
inflicted drowning on Jan. 31. 

Nick, his camp insisted, 
found her face down in a 
water-filled bathtub at their 
Rosweil, Ga., townhouse. 

According to an oniine re- 
port, Bobbi Kristina also “got 
extremely drunk the night be- 
fore her mom died as the two 
partied at the Beveriy Hiiton 
hotel. Bobbi Kristina went 
up to her room, drew a bath 
and feil asleep in the tub ... 
intoxicated.” 

On the night the “Body- 
guard” star died, Bobbi 
Kristina was rushed to the 
hospital with acute alcohoi 
poisoning, too. 

“Nick’s side is obviousiy do- 
ing some damage controi 
here,” said the law enforce- 
ment source. 

“He’s probably going to 
claim Bobbi Kristina often 
took a bath when she was 
high and drunk.” 

In a previously recorded 
phone call, Nick reportediy 
said: “I’ii tell you the honest 
truth. Krissi, she was under a 
lot of stress and we were all 



doing drugs and you know, ali 
drinking, bro. 

“She just did too much man. 
I wiil officiaily stay away from 
bathtubs forever. I’ll tell you 
that.” 

BUT A LAW enforcement 
source has told The ENQUIR- 
ER one of the “four working 


theories” regarding Bobbi 
Kristina’s tragedy “invoives 
foui piay at the hands of Nick 
Gordon.” 

Poiice responded to reports 
of a fight at Bobbi Kristina’s 
home just eight days before 
the fatai incident, but when 
they arrived no one was home. 

Authorities have also been 


KEY WITNESS DANYELA IN SFCPFT INTERROGATION 


B obbi Kristina Brown’s 
distraught family mem- 
bers are conducting 
their own Investigation 
Into her death, The Nation- 
al ENQUIRER has learned 
exclusively. 

As part of their secret probe, 
the family duped Bobbi Kris- 
tina’s close pal, 18-year-old 
Danyela Bradley. 

She was Invited to visit her 
while she lay In a coma at an 
Atlanta-area hospice. 



But when she arrived, fam- 
ily members refused to allow 
her Into the room - and In- 
stead grilled Danyela about 
what her boyfriend, 24-year- 
old Max Lomas, knew about 
the circumstances, according 
to Danyela’s sister, LIdlane 
Guedes. 

“She didn’t even get a 
chance to see KrIssI,” she told 
The ENQUIRER. 

Lomas, an accused drug 
dealer, found Bobbi Kristina 


unresponsive In a bathtub 
In her home on Jan. 31, and 
called 911. 

Danyela was also In the 
home at the time. 

According to LIdlane, Lomas 
could become a police Infor- 
mant and turn against Nick 
Gordon, his former friend and 
Bobbi Kristina’s llve-ln love. 
In the event a grand jury Is 
convened In the case.

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told that the couple had a 
history of fighting, sources 
said. 

As a result, detectives have 
considered the scenario that 
Nick knocked her out in an 
explosive confrontation, 
and then tried to “cover up” 
what he thought was her 
death, the insider added. 

Supporting that theory, 
Bobbi Kristina’s grieving 
family has claimed he beat 
and abused her in the days 
and weeks before she lapsed 
into unconsciousness. 

Her aunt Leolah even 
claimed Bobbi Kristina was 
murdered, but refused to 
finger Nick publicly. 

NICK HAS remained silent 
since Bobbi Kristina’s July 
26 death, though a state- 
ment released from his 
camp attempted to cast him 
in a sympathetic light. 

“The passing of Bobbi Kris- 
tina is devastating to Nick 
and our family,” said the 
statement from Nick’s moth- 
er, Michelle Gordon. 

Said the source: “Despite 
Nick’s lame confession and 
his team’s attempts at dam- 
age control, he’s not in the 
clear by any means. 

“It will be up to the Dis- 
trict Attorney to determine 
if Nick or anybody will be 
charged in the death of 
Whitney’s little girl.”

T he similarities to the 
death of Bobbi Kristina 
Brown are eerie - a case 
involving an assault vic- 
tim who lapsed into a coma 
before dying. 

Emmanuel “Manny” Algaria, 
21, is accused of beating Cath- 
erine Saivi, 24, into a coma on 
Dec. 13, 2013, at the couple’s 
Woonsocket, R.I., apartment. 
Court documents obtained 



by The ENQUIRER show that in 
the frantic moments after the 
fight, Algaria tried to revive 
the woman with cold water. 

That is consistent with the 
scenario some believe un- 
folded when an incapacitated 
Bobbi Kristina was found in a 
bathtub of ice-cold water at 
the Georgia home she shared 
with Nick Gordon. 

Algaria and a pal brought 
Catherine to a hospital where 
they told doctors the stricken 
woman had suffered a drug 
overdose - just as Nick has 
claimed about Bobbi Kristina. 

Algaria was arrested, and un- 
der questioning admitted his 
role in beating Catherine, who 
died three weeks later. 

He’s been behind bars since 
March 2014, and is awaiting 
trial.

M ICHAEL Jackson’s fam- 
ily is already battling over 
where to bury his domi- 
neering dad, and Joe 
Jackson isn’t even dead yet! 

The family patriarch has suf- 
fered yet another massive stroke 
- this time while in Brazil with a 
26-year-old singer! 

Joe has been “on the verge of 
death,” according to family in- 
siders at his side at the Albert 
Einstein Hospital in Sao Paulo.

Michael Jackson’s grave at 
Forest Lawn Memorial Park in 
Glendale, Calif. - but Michael 
hated Joe, and accused him of 
emotionally and physically abus- 
ing him as a child.

ORPHANED WILD BUNNIES 

Is it possible to raise wild bun- 
nies? We found them when 
the mom was killed by a dog. 

Yes, you can, but to give them 
the best chance you should 


find an experienced wildlife re- 
habilitator. Vets, pet shops and 
humane societies often have 
names of people in your area. 

If you can’t find someone 
experienced, here are a few 
points you can note. Mother 
rabbits nurse their babies for 
only five minutes a day. Thus, 
it is easy to overfeed them. For 
newborns, 2-21/2 cc (ML) of Kit- 
ten Milk Replacer or goats milk 
given slowly by syringe twice 


a day should be enough. If 
the eyes are not opened yet, a 
warm, moist cotton ball should 
be used to stroke the anal area 
after feeding to stimulate uri- 
nation and defecation. As long 
as the room temperature is 65° 
to 70°, no extra heat is required 
- just a soft nest in a dark place.
